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QUESTION: Who is the young man in Mark 14:51, 52?

MarkK 14:51, 52 reads, “And there followed 
him a certain young man, having a linen cloth cast about 
his naked body; and the young men laid hold on him: 
And he left the linen cloth, and fled from them naked.” 
It is widely held that the young man was Mark, who 
wrote the gospel that tells of the incident. Frequently, 
the writers of the Bible referred to themselves thus with- 
out mentioning their names. John did this in John 1:35- 
40 and John 13:23. Mark had not come into prominence 
at the time of Christ’s crucifixion, but he was the son 
of a prominent follower of Christ, a certain Mary in 
whose home tradition places the upper room where the 
disciples were quartered until the day of Pentecost. Mark 
was the nephew of another prominent disciple, Barnabas. 
This closeness the faith could explain his presence 
in the garden of Gethsemane and his subsequent tim- 
orous attitude could explain his fleeing when Christ was 


apprehended.

happened on the Day of Pentecost, and Acts 1:8 

reveals to us the promise, the power, and the 
purpose of it. The Lord promised that small band of 
faithful believers that after the Holy Ghost had come 
upon them, they would receive the power, the dynamite, 
the authority to witness “unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” They would receive the power and the dynamite 
to shake the religious world, the devil’s kingdom, and 
most important the Church, so that every town they en- 
tered would feel the impact of this mighty Pentecostal 
power. The loud explosion, the falling rocks, and the 
bursting earth are not the purpose for which dynamite 
is set off. Those things are only the effect. The purpose 
is to move some obstacle or barrier. 

Pentecost was a day of power, victory, and glory for 
God’s people, but this great phenomenon of fire, of rush- 
ing mighty wind, of speaking in other tongues and other 
manifestations was not the purpose of the outpouring, 
but only the immediate results of it. The purpose was 
of much more importance than the effects. This is not

to minimize the Day of Pentecost or what happened, for 
it was indeed a great day. It was a memorable occasion 
to this small group who were waiting expectantly for the 
promise. Yes, Pentecost to the 120 was a great and mar- 
velous day. 


I. A DAY OF ONENESS 


The first verse of Acts 2 states that they were “all 
with one accord in one place.” There had been divisions 
among them at different times, but now they are gone. 
The prayer of Jesus, “that they may be one even as we 
are one,” in John 17 had been answered. They had come 
a long way since their days of bickering over who would 
have the best place and the biggest name. In fact, they 
had, in a surprisingly short time, traveled all the way 
from the earthly inn of carnal selfishness to the heaven- 
ly haven of the crucified self-life, or the place of victory 
in the wholly sanctified life (1 Thessalonians 5:23). Won- 
derful place! Precious place! Victorious place! There 
could be no greater place. The place of one accord. 
Blessed place! 

One of the surest facts in Acts is that oneness was a 
characteristic of the early Church. If the first Pentecost 
is our pattern, then no church can be truly Pentecostal 
unless it has this “one accord” spirit. Paul, in writing 
to the Philippian church, admonished them to “stand 
fast in one spirit, with one mind striving together for 
the faith of the gospel” (Philippians 1:27). What a beau- 
tiful picture of an ideal church! Standing fast in one 
spirit, with one mind, striving together. Moffatt’s version 
gives it thus, “Standing firm in a common spirit, fight- 
ing side by side like one man.” 

Paul, in writing to the Corinthian church, begs them 
to “speak the same thing, and that there be no divisions 
among you; but that ye be perfectly joined together in 
the same mind and in the same judgment” (1 Corin- 
thians 1:10). It had been reported to Paul that there 
were some contentions over personalities, but it could 
just as easily have been about preaching, policies, power, 
prestige, or position. Moffatt’s translation gives it, “I beg 
of you all to drop these party-cries. There must be no 
cliques among you; you must regain your common tem- 
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per and attitude. If there was a need for this sort of 
plea in apostolic times, how much more it is needed now! 
This is a day when there is division and confusion in 
governments, in societies, and even in many church de- 
nominations, but God help us to strive to keep in our 
Church that spirit of unity that was so prominent on the 
Day of Pentecost. 


2. IT WAS A DAY OF OBEDIENCE 

They had been told, “Tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, 
until ye be endued with power from on high” (Luke 
24:49), and in Acts 1:4, “Not depart... but wait for the 
promise of the Father.” After hearing these words, this 
little group saw their Leader taken up out of their sight 
into heaven; yet they went back in trusting obedience 
to Jerusalem and tarried until the Holy Ghost came. 
They might have become tired and been tempted to leave 
the upper room, but out of love to Jesus and obedience 
to His command, they stayed and obeyed until the prom- 
ise was fulfilled. 

There is quite a bit of discussion in these last days rel- 
ative to the Bible way of receiving the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. There is not a specified way or method of 
receiving the experience, but there are requirements to 
be met before He will come in. “The Holy Ghost . . . God 
hath given to them that obey him,” Acts 5:32. On the Day 
of Pentecost they were tarrying and praising and bless- 
ing God, and the Spirit came in like a mighty rushing 
wind (Acts 2:1-4). In Acts 8:17 the Scripture states, 
“Then they laid their hands on them, and they received 
the Holy Ghost.” In Acts 10:44 it is recorded, “While 
Peter yet spake these words, the Holy Ghost fell on all 
them which heard the word.” 

Here we have three examples. The first group was 
tarrying, praising, and blessing God when they were 
filled. In the second instance they received the Holy 
Ghost by the laying on of hands. The Spirit fell upon 
the third group (Cornelius’ household) while the preach- 
er was still preaching. It is evident from these Scrip- 
tures (there are others) that it matters not whether you 
are tarrying and praising and blessing God, or some con- 
secrated person puts his hands on you and helps you 
pray the prayer of faith, or you are sitting listening to a 
real, red-hot gospel sermon, and faith in God’s infallible 
Word builds up in you to the extent that you believe the 
baptism is for you and that you can receive it now. In 
each case the Spirit will come in only when the individ- 
ual is sanctified and ready. It is not a matter of posture 
but a definite position in Jesus Christ. 

These three groups were filled with the Spirit because 
they had accepted Christ as Lord and Master and had 
made the complete consecration to the whole will of God 
for their lives. The Spirit cannot be received or retained 
in any other way. Paul tells us in 1 Corinthians 3:16, 17, 
“Ye are the temple of God, and ... the Spirit of God 
dwelleth in you. If any man defile the temple of God, 
him shall God destroy; for the temple of God is holy.” 

You may preach to a man throughout an entire revival 
using as your subject each night THE BAPTISM OF THE 
HOLY GHOST; you may lay hands on him a thousand 
times and cause thousands of other hands to be laid on 
him; you may beat him in the back day and night for a 
week and shout “hold on” and “turn loose” until he is 
black and blue and you yourself are completely exhaust- 
ed, but unless he is obedient to God’s Word and walking 
in all the light upon his pathway, forsaking sin and go- 
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ing through the avenue of Sanctification and Holiness, 
he will never receive the genuine baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. No person can receive or retain the Pentecostal 
experience without complete and unconditional obedience 
to all the revealed will of God. The Bible gives no short 
cuts nor easy routes. It is only when the person is en- 
tirely consecrated and fully obedient that the Spirit will 
come in. When every condition is met, no person or power 
can stop Him from taking up His abode. 


3. IT WAS A DAY OF SACRIFICE 

Truly it was a great sacrifice for this little handful of 
hated followers of Christ to go back to the very same 
place where their beloved Leader had recently been cru- 
cified. It could mean death to them also, but this did 
not stop them; for they had seen Him as Master of 
Death, had heard His gracious words, and had become 
willing to make any sacrifice necessary. There is no 
man or woman who has heard and reverenced His gentle 
words, felt His caressing touch, and come under the de- 
lightful influence of the fragrance emanating from this 
blessed Rose of Sharon that would not go to the ends 
of the earth for Him. Many of these disciples died hor- 
rible deaths in the line of duty, but they did not shrink 
back, for they had “fallen in love” with Jesus Christ and 
for them no price was too great to pay to retain that 
love. 

Livingston, Carey, Brainerd, Goforth, and many others 
made inestimable sacrifices for this great Christian cru- 
sade. Pentecost began with sacrifice, and perhaps it will 
end with even greater sacrifice. Has real, unadulterated 
sacrifice fled from the battlefield in our day? Is this 
twentieth-century product of the Church only a self- 
pleasing, self-centered and self-loving crowd? Are th 
no good men, good shepherds, or good Samaritans 
the land? Yes, there are some, but they are far too few 
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“I will lift up mine eyes unto the hills, from whence 
cometh my help. My help cometh from the Lord, which 
made heaven and earth. He will not suffer thy foot to 
be moved: he that keepeth thee will not slumber. Behold, 
he that keepeth Israel shall neither slumber nor sleep. 
The Lord is thy keeper: the Lord is thy shade upon thy 
right hand. The sun shall not smite thee by day, nor the 
moon by night. The Lord shall preserve thee from all 
evil: he shall preserve thy soul. The Lord shall preserve 
thy going out and thy coming in from this time forth, 
and even for evermore,” Psalm 121. 


to meet the pressing need of this day. A real Pentecostal 
experience will cause one to sacrifice meals, money or 
mansions. There is no way to be Pentecostal without 
having everything on the altar. C. T. Studd once wrote: 


“We twentieth-century soldiers of Christ 
Are largely composed of sugar and spice: 
Far too pretty and far too nice 

To go in for genuine sacrifice.” 


Are we willing to make the necessary dedication to 
see Pentecost, in all its splendor and glory, repeated? 


4. IT WAS A DAY OF PRAISING AND BLESSING GOD 


In Luke 24:53, it is recorded that they “were continual- 
ly in the temple, praising and blessing God.” There can 
be no true Pentecost without the joyful expression of 
praising God. It is a requisite to Pentecost! There is 
nothing forced about it, nor is it superficial; it is a 
glorious spontaneity. It is the soul-surge upward in 
praises and adoration that meets the divine-surge down- 
ward of a loving and benevolent heavenly Father. What 
a meeting! What a meeting of divinity and humanity, 
a meeting of soul and Creator! Blessed meeting! It hap- 
pens this way, and nothing can stop it. Even though 
you have your feet firmly planted on terra firma, and 
the earth and air around you are filled with sinfulness 
and worldliness, if you will send sincere praises upward, 
you will surely get a response from that Celestial City. 
Blessed be God forever! 

It has been said that it is just as natural for a Pente- 
costal person to shout and praise God as it is for a goose 
to go barefooted. If the Amen, Praise the Lord, Hallelu- 

h, and other joyous expressions of praise are no longer 

ard in a church, it needs only one sign on the door 
and that is Ichabod, for as certain as sunshine, the Lord 
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has departed. Yes, it was a DAY OF PRAISING GOD, 
and as long as time is marked and we have a day, there 
will be praises in Pentecost. God give us more hilariously 
happy Hallelujah’s in our churches of today. 


5. IT WAS A DAY OF OUTPOURING OF SPIRITUAL 
POWER UPON ALL THE CHURCH 

Acts 2: 3, 4 informs us that He “sat upon each of 
them,” and “they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
began to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave 
them utterance.” There was a day that God anointed 
only certain individuals, such as prophets, priests and 
kings, but now the time had come in His great economy 
that He was to pour out (or literally, empty out) His 
Spirit wpon all flesh (Joel 2:28, 29). Peter in Acts 2:16, 
17 confirms what the prophet Joel had prophesied many 
centuries before: “It shall come to pass in the last days, 
saith God, I will pour out of my Spirit upon all flesh.” 

Jesus had breathed on the disciples and said, “Receive 
ye the Holy Ghost”; that breath had increased in mo- 
mentum and proportion until at the Day of Pentecost it 
had become a rushing, mighty wind. A breath had become 
a cyclone! The King James Version calls it a “rushing 
mighty wind.” Weymouth records it “a blast.” Moffatt’s 
translation expresses it as a “violent blast of wind.” Cad- 
bury and Lake say it was “a violent breeze.” None of 
them call it a “zephyr,” which is a light, gentle breeze. 

This is the culmination of the long-expected effusion 
of God’s divine Spirit upon all true worshipers. Here is 
the acme or zenith of the Lord’s work in the world, the 
“shedding forth” or the “emptying out” of His Spirit 
upon the Church so that it would have the power to 
perform the tasks that it had been told to do. The spirit- 
ual measure of the New Testament Christians was un- 
mistakable. It was being full of the Spirit. 

The shallow, Spiritless standard of our day is how 
much is in the head rather than how much of heaven 
is in the heart. It is believed by many that the real 
Spirit-filled life is foreign to all but a very few in this 
day of foolishness, fun, and frivolity. Every Pentecostal 
professor who is not filléd with the Spirit is impeding 
the progress of the Pentecostal movement. When a 
church no longer has Spirit-filled services and spiritual 
power, it is no longer Pentecostal, regardless of what is 
written above the door. When the Spirit is taken out of 
Pentecost, there is nothing left. Thanks be unto God 
there are still some who are determined to keep their 
heart’s door open to the moving of the Spirit. Upon all 
these, copious showers of Pentecostal blessings will con- 
tinue to fall. 


&. IT WAS A DAY OF MIRACULOUS SIGNS AND WON- 
DERS 

The record says, “The multitude came together, and 
were confounded,” and “they were all amazed and mar- 
veled.” Some say this was the end, that it was final in 
itself and would not happen again. It was not the end. 
It was the beginning. This mighty sign of speaking in 
tongues was to continue throughout the entire Church 
age, for Peter said in Acts 2:16, 17 that the Spirit was 
to be poured out on all flesh. In verse 39 he states that 
the promise is for “you, and .. . your children, and to 
all that are afar off, even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call.” If any man has been called to repentance, he 
has also been called to receive the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. 
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Some say it was an abnormal state of the Church, 
but they are wrong, also. It was to be the normal state 
from the Day of Pentecost until Jesus comes. Jesus sets 
forth in Mark 16:17, 18 the five signs that were to “follow 
the believer.” He said these signs shall follow them that 
believe.” The 120 at Pentecost were believers, and signs 
began to follow them and continued to follow them 
throughout the entire book of Acts. As you read the Acts 
of the Apostles (which should be called the Acts of the 
Holy Ghost) you are thrilled over and over again at the 
manifestation of God’s power. The sick were healed, jail 
doors were opened, devils were cast out, and many mir- 
acles and signs attended the ministry of the Apostles. 
In fact, God’s power was so strong that some declared 
“that they had turned the world upside down.” (Our 
Church stands today, as we have always stood, for divine 
healing, all the gifts, the miracles and all the signs 
that are in harmony with the Word of God.) 

Yes, Jesus said that “these signs shall follow them 
that believe,” and thank God, despite the opposition in 
past years and even today, the signs are still following 
His people. When there is an overflow of the Spirit, there 
will always be signs and wonders. It is alarmingly evident 
that some are afraid to let the Spirit flow in these last 
and closing days. Are our fears building a dam which 
will lock up the flow of power? Are the bolts and bars 
of compromise and worldliness keeping the potential 
wealth of the Spirit from freedom of expression in our 
midst? Is our unbelief freezing out the fire and fervency 
of the Spirit’s working? God help us to make room for 
the working of the Spirit so that miracles and signs 
will follow our ministry and redound to the glory and 
honor of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


7. IT WAS A DAY OF PHYSICAL MANIFESTATIONS 


In verse 13 they were accused of being drunk. There 
must have been some physical actions similar to that of 
drunken persons or they would not have been accused. 
Peter rose up to inform them that they were not drunk 
as they supposed. He did not deny they were drunk, for 
they were drunk (hilariously so) on the influence of the 
wonderful Spirit’s indwelling. They were not, however, 
drunk on wine, as they supposed. The Apostle Paul states 
in Ephesians 5:18, “And be not drunk with wine, wherein 
is excess; but be filled with the Spirit.” He seems to tell 
us not to become controlled and motivated by the in- 
toxicating elements of wine, but rather to be under the 
complete sway and control of the Spirit. 

“Filled with the Spirit!” “Wells of water springing up 
into everlasting life.” “Out of you shall flow rivers of 
living water.” It is not possible to be filled with the Spirit, 
have wells of spiritual water springing up out of your 
soul, have clear, clean, sparkling rivers of living water 
coursing through every fibre of your being, and still re- 
main calm and inactive in the meantime. You would 
probably do as the man at the beautiful gate in Acts 
3:8; “And he leaping up stood, and walked, and entered 
with them into the temple, walking, and leaping, and 
praising God.” Perhaps you would say as Peter, “It is joy 
unspeakable and full of glory”; or dance before the Lord 
with all your might as King David did. There will be 
some outward expression of the inward joy. 

Peter said in Acts 2:33, “He hath shed forth this, which 
ye now see and hear.” SEE AND HEAR!!! It is un- 
mistakably clear that there were some physical manifes- 
tations that could be seen and heard. He surely did not 
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mean that they could see the Spirit, but rather the ef- 
fects of the Spirit. 

Where the Spirit has control, there will always be man- 
ifestations and demonstrations. These are frowned u 
by starchy and worldly Pentecostals in some places. So 
even refuse to allow in the main auditorium speaking 
in tongues, loud shouting, or dancing in the Spirit. All 
demonstrations are relegated to the prayer room where 
no unbeliever can see them. They say sinners will not 
understand. Paul had a different philosophy, for he de- 
clared in 1 Corinthians 14:22 that speaking in tongues 
be a sign to the unbeliever. How can speaking in tongues 
be a sign to the unbeliever if he never hears and sees 
anyone used in this manner by the Spirit? This is merely 
an excuse to camouflage their real intentions. 

It is a vain attempt to try to be Pentecostal and yet 
appear to be like other people; this is utterly impossible. 
Real Pentecostal people will never risk the frown of their 
God to gain smiles and favors of this sin-loving and 
God-rejecting world. Neither will a truly Pentecostal 
church be ashamed of the Spirit’s working before the 
great or small, the high or low, the rich or poor. Spirit- 
filled and consecrated people know that whatever the 
Spirit does in any service will be pleasing to God, edify- 
ing to the church, and in many cases bring conviction 
to the unsaved that will result in their salvation. God 
forbid that our Church will ever prohibit any manifesta- 
tions that are of the Spirit of God. 


THE PURPOSE 


IT WAS A DAY OF SALVATION FOR THE LOST 

This is the real purpose of Pentecost—the gathering 
of souls into the kingdom of God. It supersedes every- 
thing else. The story in Luke 5 of the great catch of 
fishes is a prefiguration of this great ingathering of 
souls at Pentecost. At the word of Jesus Christ Peter 
and the other disciples let down the net, and when it 
came up they had a multitude of fishes. When Peter, 
“standing up with the eleven,” let down the gospel net 
(the preached Word), it came up full, bursting at the 
seams, with three thousand blood-washed, born-again 
children of God. It was the beginning of their experience 
of fishing for men (Luke 5:10). 

The next time the net was lowered, five thousand were 
caught. Then, the record states, “And believers were the 
more added to the Lord, multitudes both of men and 
women,” Acts 5:14. Three thousand, five thousand, mul- 
titudes, and on and on the revival continues, for they 
“went everywhere preaching the Word, the Lord working 
with them and confirming the Word with signs fol- 
lowing.” (It can be said of many today, “They go every- 
where following signs, working against the churches and 
against each other.”) 

These Spirit-filled and anointed disciples were “daily 
in the temple, and in every house, they ceased not to 
teach and preach Jesus Christ,” Acts 5:42. This mighty, 
marching, militant, Christ-magnifying Pentecostal 
church was taking the offensive in presenting this truth 
to every soul they met. It was eventually said of them, 
“These that have turned the world upside down are 
come hither also,” Acts 17:6. Every one of them was either 
preaching, teaching, or witnessing in some manner.

When you blow an ALARM the second time, then the camps that lie on the south side 
shall take their journey: they shall blow an ALARM for their journeys,“” Numbers 10:5, 6. 
TEXT: “BLOW YE THE TRUMPET IN ZION, AND SOUND AN ALARM,” Joel 2:1a. 





ES, OFTEN TRUMPETS, bugles, whistles, horns 

and sirens are blown; bells are rung, and drums are 

beaten as signals for various reasons. In time of 
war they might be used as ALARMS, signifying either an 
air raid, an advancing of enemy troops, even an ALARM 
to flee to safety. 

Spiritually speaking, today God’s called ministers and 
handmaidens are His trumpets of ALARM—warning of 
enemy attacks by the devil and his followers, warning all 
to flee the wrath of God to come, warning all to prepare 
to meet God, warning all that sin shall be punished. The 
Lord saith, “Cry aloud, spare not, lift up thy voice like a 
trumpet, and shew my people their transgression, and 
the house of Jacob their sins,” Isaiah 58:1. The day is 
coming when the Lord will send a famine, “not a fam- 
ine of bread, nor a thirst for water, but of hearing the 
words of the Lord,” Amos 8:11. 

“The great day of the Lord is near, .. . and hasteth 
greatly, ...a day of wrath, a day of trouble and distress, 
a day of wasteness and desolation, a day of darkness, .. . 
a day of the trumpet and ALARM,” Zephaniah 1:14-16. 

Let us make ready to go forward. Jesus is coming soon; 
the end is near; apostacy is setting in. Look about you; 
sin abounds, “and because iniquity (lawlessness) shall 
abound (flourish) the love of many shall wax cold,” 
Matthew 24:12. 

“For these be the days of vengeance, that all things 
which are written may be fulfiled. And there shall be 
signs in the sun, and in the moon, and in the stars; and 
upon the earth distress of nations,” Luke 21:22, 25. 

Saints, Christians, Church of God, “it is high time to 
awake out of sleep: for. now is our salvation nearer than 
when we believed,” Rofhans 13:11. Only the righteous 
and holy shall see God (Hebrews 12:14). 

NOTE the ALARMING SIGNS: Famine in India, China, 
various places in Europe, even in places in the land of 
plenty, America; wholesale, world-wide spread of rape 
and bloodshed; rising of Communism; increase in major 
crimes; worship of nudity; sex perversion on the increase; 
desertion by many of the true, full-gospel churches, run- 
ning to those who advocate an easy way to heaven, or 
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where sin is never mentioned or classified; worship of 
animals; increase of desecration of the Lord’s Day; atom- 
ic and hydrogen bombs, death rays, nerve gas, and flying 
saucers; severe tornados; flash floods; increasing toll of 
deaths on the highways daily and especially during holi- 
days; pleasure crazes in the extreme; ministers of the 
gospel fall away and accepting the popular social re- 
ligion which is increasing many churches with scores of 
members without a born-again experience, who vie in 
seeing who can build the largest and most attractive 
church building, and take more pride in owning the larg- 
est and newest model automobile, than in how many 
were sanctified and filled with the Holy Ghost in their 
services. 

The divorce rate in the United States is one out of every 
three marriages. There are fifty million alcoholics, with 
nine million dollars spent in U.S. for liquor alone. Women 
and girls smoke 68 per cent of all tobacco used in United 
States, and 56 per cent of crimes are committed by chil- 
dren and youths 7 to 20 years of age. “Shall I not visit 
them for these things? saith the Lord: shall not my soul 
be avenged on such a nation as this?” Jeremiah 9:9.

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SKING THE TWO related questions of whether 
Al and how God should be recognized formally in 
public education, inquiring school boards now 
find themselves confronting more than a dozen activitied @ 
or movements which seem to signify a positive trend. In 
formulating school board policies for which they are re- 
sponsible under the law, they find that some of these 
movements are part of American life of years so recent 
that they have not been meaningfully co-ordinated by 
educationists who write formal texts on introductions, 
foundations, or histories of education. The new emphasis 
employed in education is spiritual. 
Reportorial visits in recent weeks to universities and 
Cw teachers’ colleges conducting various types of research, 
seminars, radio and television broadcasts, and public 
lectures on these specific questions disclose a sort of won- 
derment on the part of many professional people over 
the meaning of all the movements. Basically there is a 
revulsion over the implication that courts can push out of 
the study of American life the traditionally and deeply 
> 2 f f ingrained belief in God. Slowly there is a realization that 
pyr L ua ap er a cycle in principles and theories is being completed. 

It may be of service to these school people and their 
preceptors to detail some of the principal elements of 
the trends which show signs of converging into national 
public education policy. 

1) “This is a religious nation.” Several credible surveys 
indicate that 95 to 99 per cent of our citizenry express 

re some belief in God. This is recognized continuously in so 
many words in the obiter dicta of court decisions in 
pertinent cases. Most importantly in international af- 
fairs, increasing emphasis is being laid upon the contrast

Serious constitutional and legislative prohibitions do exist & 
but these are based primarily on keeping the state free ( 
from ecclesiastical involvement. The schools and colleges ( 
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under direction of their own boards, administrators, and 
faculties seem to have the right to acquaint pupils with 
the phenomena of religion in all cultures. Indeed, the 


Qe Court of the United States in its opinions on 


he traditional “separation of Church and State,” has 
reversed itself sufficiently to permit public education to 
function within the terms of the most important actions 
taken by education to base “moral and spiritual values” 
on belief in God. 

4) Much public education itself is currently functioning 
religiously. Surveys made by the American Council on 
Education and other groups indicate many divergencies 
from type, but, broadly speaking, the traditions estab- 
lished in early colonial times carry over in thousands of 
school systems consistently with the American political 
philosophy that “we are a religious people.” Bible reading 
and songs impregnated with religious meaning are pre- 
dominant in possibly three quarters of the states, though 
the Bible in some states is considered sectarian and its 
assigned reading is banned. About an eighth of more 
than 33,000,000 children of school age (40 per cent in some 
cities) undergo doctrinal training in parochail and oth- 
er private schools. 

5) Churches dot the land. The rise in American church 
membership is phenomenal. Nominally, there are about 
95,000,000 members. Obviously, the teaching through them 
is sectarian. Their influence produces great support to the 
phenomena which on every side press the nation toward 
a religious destiny. 

6) Mass media of communication support religion. 
Newspapers, magazines, radio, television, drama, lyceums, 
art, and music movements on all sides not only carry 
routine religious programs, but openly propagandize at 
Thanksgiving, Christmas, Easter, and at many other, even 
political, occasions. 

7) Bridge to religious understanding. Directing one 
positive movement to relate religion to the public school 
curriculum, recommendations by a committee of the 
American Council on Education advocate providing an 
appreciation or understanding of the role of religion in 
human affairs. This is objective and nonsectarian, as 
contrasted with subjective doctrine, dogma, and ritual. 
It is within the law. 

8) Problems of integrating religion with other studies 
on the college level has been solved. Related to the Ameri- 
can Council recommendations are more than a dozen 
studies distributed free of charge to people in the pro- 
fession by the Edward W. Hazen Foundation of New Ha- 
ven. They provide the “know-how” on the college level 
for integrating religious understanding into all pertinent 
educational disciplines, including the training of teach- 
ers. Throughout most movements, integration with other 
disciplines, not “religious courses,” is advocated. 

9) “Religion is moral and spiritual values plus God.” 
At the request of all the city superintendents in com- 
munities of 200,000 or more population, a “platform” was 
prepared three years ago and approved, which includes 
“moral and spiritual values” plus God. This “platform” 
also has been endorsed by superintendents of cities of 
100,000 to 200,000 population. This movement goes farther 
toward solving the problem than many other movements. 

10) “Religion is not mere morality.” “The human urge 
to relate oneself to eternity is protoplasmic.” Affiliates 


ee the National Education Association, such as the Ameri- 
Cc 


an Association of School Administrators and the Edu- 
cational Policies Commission, broadly subscribe to the 
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historic presence of religion in both American life and 
the public schools. They proclaim the need for religious 
understanding. As this writer views “Moral and Spiritual 
Values,” a treatise at the hands of the Educational Policies 
Commission, the treatment is almost “Ex God,” placing 
spiritual values essentially merely on humanisitic ethi- 
cal bases. This work now seems to be subordinated to the 
city superintendents’ “platform,” which includes man’s 
relation to Deity. 

11) Many textbooks are now religious. Lay observers 
are surprised in reviewing many hundreds of current pub- 
lications to find at least a score of well-known publishers 
including copious references to religion and God, even in 
elementary texts in reading, English literature, civics, 
history, sociology and other studies for the public schools. 
This is significant of great change. Publishers cannot 
stay in business and be too far advance of popular edu- 
cational trends. 

12) Religious films for public schools. A number of sig- 
nificant films are now on the market for public schools. 
They depict both the ideas behind various world religions 
and the philosophy of the widespread worship of one God. 

13) Teachers are now being trained to handle religion 
in public schools. Initiated about two years ago by the 
American Association of Colleges for Teacher Education, 
15 teachers’ colleges and universities in 14 states, under a 
grant by the Danforth Foundation, are holding experi- 
mental workshops in a five-year project to test our best 
procedures for teaching the role of religion in human af- 
fairs. Inevitably, from this experimentation suggestions 
on the contents of textbooks must follow. One text need- 
ed is that suggested at the opening of this report. 


14) Illinois blazes a new way. This commonwealth was 
not included in the states financed by the Danforth Foun- 
dation. In harmony, however, with what the AACTE is 
doing, last summer saw two outstanding endeavors in 
the Chicago area. 

The University of Chicago, in association with the Na- 
tional Council of Churches of Christ, presented to the 
public more than a score of lectures covering every move- 
ment related here and more. 

Through cooperation of Northwestern University and 
the National Broadcasting Company, a series of television 
and radio broadcasts was developed for describing religion. 

During the winter a convention of the AACTE an- 
nounced a progress report of the experiences in the 15 ex- 
perimental teacher training institutions. This empha- 
sized religious needs in liberal arts colleges, efforts to cre- 
ate religious literacy among educational students, and 
serious attention to educational philosophy of the type 
advocated in this article. 

Conferences under the auspices of the Religious Educa- 
tion Association and the convention of specialists in su- 
pervision and curriculum guidance, held in Chicago, dis- 
cussed this broad national issue. 

15) Weekday religious study on dismissed time. Men- 
tioned here because of the long history of the “Gary plan” 
since 1913-14 is the study of religion during “free” time. 
It was the lawsuits over parental rights to request release 
of public school pupils from usual classes in order to re- 
ceive religious training that precipitated the confusion 
of the the past six or eight years. It must be recalled 
that in many cases this type of study is considered sec- 
tarian and as such perhaps not in harmony with the 
dominant trend being reported here. Still, this is one of 
the principal phenomena of our times. 
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16) Surge to employ chaplains for state universities. 
Here is a phenomenon outstripping many other similar 
movements. Whereas in 1941 there were only 20 full-time 
college chaplains in the United States, there are now 
300. Popular demand by youth has resulted in only two 
out of 65 land-grant colleges now being without chaplains. 
While this makes for increased sectarian activities by in- 
dependently organized movements, and in many cases 
college credits are given for related studies, this trend is 
subjective and doctrinal rather than objective. The new 
trend basically is to put some aspect of religious under- 
standing into the public school curriculum. 

17) Widespread teaching of religious tolerance. This 
movement is somewhat related to the spread of chap- 
laincies. It is well exemplified at teachers’ colleges where 
an assembly recruits leadership from several faiths and 
races to demonstrate the possibilities of peoples of differ- 
ent races, colors, and creeds living side by side in the 
great American melting pot of tolerance and brotherly 
love. 

Any effort to co-ordinate these trends runs into spe- 
cific aspects of lack of information or indifference which 
may be easily catalogued, to wit: There is no constructive 
lexicon of terminology. Double meanings or more make 
wholly ambiguous usuage of such terms as religion, reli- 
gious education, secular and secularism, moral and spir- 
itual values, ethics, Christian, Jewish, Buddhist, Hindu, or 
Mohammedan ethics and economics, sectarianism and a 
score of more. While one may hardly expect universal ac- 
ceptance of any set of definitions, still, within the “halls 
of ivy,” one should be able to say with the philosopher, 
“gentlemen (and ladies), please define your terms.” 

Communications, though widely religious, are egre- 
giously unsatisfactory. Both the daily press and numerous 
popular magazines overemphasize isolated aspects of pop- 
ular education and often represent an endeavor to por- 
tray American religious life as a lot to capture the pub- 
lic schools for sect or denomination. Also much is need- 
ed to broaden the outlook of editors of numerous religious 
and secular educational magazines. Simply purveyed 
news, reasonably interpreted for public school people, 
would aid immeasurably in determining their educational 
policies. 

There is the sharpest kind of need to come to grips 
with the vital issue of whether “moral and spiritual val- 
ues” are to be watered down by avoidance of the Ameri- 
can recognition for the sovereignty of God in human 
destiny, or whether these values habitually shall be un- 
derstood to relate to divine sanction. 

Obviously, it is going to be better policy for public edu- 
cation to have its own evolution guided from within its 
own ranks instead of being pushed by pressure groups. 
There is almost a fetish conjured up to oppose “enemies 
of education” whenever something not understood raises 
any controversy over public schools. There is also too of- 
ten a tendency to overemphasize shortages of teachers, 
buildings, and money to the exclusion of getting down to 
cases and openly discussing the spiritual gaps in the 
school curriculums. 

Over against, and contrasted sharply, with these vex- 
atious obstacles, and in favor of the positive side of all 
movements, is one tremendous force. All education in the 
United States, up to legal age limits, is operated under 
state laws for compulsory school attendance. Some 
70,000,000 of our people not nominally affiliated with 
church or temple are under school laws of the various 
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states. Often when “religion in public education” is advo- 
cated, the objection is raised that religion is the sole 
province of home and church. This attitude denies the 
needs of children of broken homes and of the vast num@® 
ber of children and youth among the 70,000,000 un- 
churched. They are not formally prepared to interpret 
the phenomena of religion all about them, save as those 
picked up casually. One of the strongest urges, and at 
the same time the most potential of possibilities among 
the current religious movements, is that tending to create 
understanding through the public schools. 

The world of education is evolving very rapidly, and 
the overlapping problems stated at one time are likely to 
be out of date within a few months. If public school peo- 
ple were to apply themselves as precisely and persistently 
to understanding current trends as they do to training 
scientists to make A- and H-bombs, progress possibly 
would be recorded to combat the human evils flowing 
from their own scientific teaching—Reprinted from 
School Board Journal.

working to get the gospel to “every creature.” The 
preachers were more concerned about souls than salary, 
more anxious about seeking places to preach than select- 
ing churches with plastered parsonages. Palatial palaces 
had no place in their Pentecostal program. No one was 
buying or building houses to rent for old age security, 
but rather they were selling out houses and lands and 
even selling out themselves completely to the work 
and will of God. They felt they were “bought with a 
price,” and their one desire was to “glorify God in their 
bodies”; and they did, “not counting their lives dear unto 
themselves.” 

In the mighty baptism of the Holy Ghost they had re- 
ceived a new love and compassion for the lost; conse- 
quently, they were more concerned about helping the 
helpless than heaping up treasures and trophies for 
themselves. They valued the power of God more than 
the prestige and popularity of men. When they were told 
not to preach any more in His Name, they unhesitating 
ly replied, “Whether it be right in the sight of God 
hearken unto you more than unto God, judge ye, for we 
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cannot but speak the things which we have seen and 
heard,” Acts 4:19, 20. 

There seemed to be no struggle for mastery among 
them, but rather a continual striving to please the Mas- 
ter. They did not pout about appointments, neither did 
they mourn over disappointments. They found a street 
corner, temple, synagogue, riverside or market place and 
preached until they either had a revival or a riot. They 
did not face the congregation with the usual first night’s 
sanctimonious salutation of “if you want a revival, you 
will have to pray it down, for I didn’t bring a revival 
in my suitcase.” They believed the gospel they preached 
was all powerful, and they preached until something 
happened. The record says, “While Peter yet spake these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on all them that heard the 
Word.” 

Philip went down to Samaria (a new field) and 
preached Christ unto them; “and the people with one 
accord gave heed unto those things which Philip spake, 
hearing and seeing the miracles which he did. For un- 
clean spirits, crying with loud voice, came out of many 
that were possessed with them: and many taken with 
palsies, and that were lame, were healed. And there was 
great joy in that city,” Acts 8:5-8. At the close of this 
revival they had a baptismal service and baptized the 
converts, both men and women (verse 12). On and on 
they went having Holy Ghost revivals. Sometimes their 
reward was a beaten back, stoning, sleeping in jail, and, 
in many cases, even death, but they were snatching 
brands from the burning and nothing could stop them— 
neither men, angels, nor devils—until Jesus said it was 
enough. 

They were soul winners. They were not seeking signs 
(however, their ministry was full of signs and wonders) ; 
they were seeking souls. There is a far greater vacancy 
and need in our day for soul winners than for great 
and popular preachers. Eloquent sermons are not suf- 
ficient. It will take more than rhetoric, Greek, or Socrates 
oratory to convince the conscience-hardened peoples of 
our day. The need of the hour is an ever-burning evan- 
gelistic zeal of a soul on fire with love for Jesus Christ 
and a passion for perishing people. This does not come 
through reading books, going to college, or attending 
some great seminary. Neither does it come through ob- 
serving creeds, dogmas, disciplines, ordinances, rituals, 
or ceremonies. It comes from a vital, personal and loving 
acquaintance with the Crucified One, and a Bible knowl- 
edge of the responsibility resting upon every twice-born 
believer who has become a partaker of His divine nature 
and a recipient of the marvelous grace of Almighty God. 

The majority of Christians are seeking for blessings 
who sacrifice absolutely no time in blessing others. They 
pray, “O Lord, send the power,” and they have never used 
what He has already given them. It is far more important 
to have soul-winning power than shouting power or 
miracle-working power. However, the person who has 
the first one will also possess the others. 

There are millions of people in America that are lost 
without God and will soon be ushered into an endless 
eternity. There are thousands of cities, towns, and vil- 
lages in our nation that do not have a full-gospel church; 
yet, many preachers can find no place to preach. Some- 
thing is wrong somewhere. Sixty-five per cent of the 
world is not yet evangelized. One thousand seven hundred 
and eighty-nine of the world’s 2,974 languages do not 
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have a Bible or a missionary. There are 600,000 towns 
and villages in India that have never heard the foot- 
steps of one single missionary. More than a thousand 
tribes in Africa, after many centuries, are still without 
the gospel story. The area just below the Rio Grande 
in South America is said to be the greatest stretch of 
unevangelized territory in the entire world. The words 
of Jesus, “The harvest truly is plenteous, but the la- 
bourers are few,” were never truer than at the present 
moment. 

The human, the selfish, the carnal is saying, “Jt is four 
months yet until harvest; there is plenty of time,” but 
the spiritual ones, the consecrated, the loyal workers for 
God and for souls are saying, “The fields are white al- 
ready to harvest.” We must work while it is day, for night 
cometh when no man can work, Will those who reject 
the gospel be counted any worse on that day than those 
who carelessly neglect to help the church in its program 
of reaching “all nations” and “every creature” with the 
gospel of Jesus Christ before He comes? 

If we truly believe there is a burning hell, an irrevoc- 
able verdict of everlasting punishment, and a separation 
from God and everything that is good AWAITING THE 
UNSAVED, surely there will be much more mourning and 
“weeping between the porch and the altar” as we see 
the curtain of life’s drama slowly but surely falling. If 
we really believe there is a Celestial City where angels 
sing, where everybody is healthy and no death ever 
comes, where redeemed, immortal souls bask in the sun- 
light of God’s love forever, and where after myriads of 
millenniums have passed and gone the saved of all ages 
will still be looking upon the face of the One who saved 
us by His grace, there will surely be more labourers going 
out into the highways and hedges inviting earth’s sin- 
laden and heart-weary pilgrims to a free, already-paid 
excursion trip to that Eternal Paradise of God.

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SIXTY CHRISTIANS DIED PRAYING 
IN FLOOD DISASTER 

Sixty Christians were swept to their 
death during the flash flood which 
devastated the Pocono Mountain area 
of Pennsylvania, on Friday, August 19. 
At Camp Davis the toll was 38, in the 
surrounding neighborhood 12, and in 
nearby Stroudsburg, East Stroudsburg 
and Canadensis another eight or ten 
persons died in the flood waters. Al- 
though the eight flood-ravaged north- 
eastern states reported more than 20 
deaths, this was the greatest single 
area of catastrophe. Survivors report- 
ed that “everyone prayed,” “there was 
no panic,” they were “all very brave 
people.” 

Camp Davis was operated for many 
years by Leon Davis of Nanuet, N.Y., 
a retired Baptist minister. Before the 
flood 40 persons were sheltered in the 
14 buildings which made up the camp. 
Up to press time—one week later— 
only six had been reported as survi- 
vors, three because they were attend- 
ing a gospel meeting. 

Camp Davis was located immediate- 
ly adjacent to Pinebrook Bible Con- 
ference, directed by evangelist Percy 
Crawford. Crawford had over 60 per- 
sons registered but not a single one 
was lost, all having been evacuated to 
higher ground long before the flood 
crested. Crawford did lose half a doz- 
en buildings and approximately 40 
acres of farmland under cultivation 
and almost ready to harvest. He was 
forced to close down the operation of 
Pinebrook for the remainder of the 
current season. 

Typical of Crawford, after recalling 
that most of the persons who had 
perished were accustomed to attend 
meetings at Pinebrook and _ were 
known to him personally, he declared: 
“It does make you think. But we can- 
not question God. His sov- 
ereign wisdom He knows best. We 
We must keep on preaching the gospel 
to those who remain and have never 
trusted Christ for salvation.”
